It lasted from 3 p. rn. to 3:30 
this morning and the announcement 
made at 4 o’clock. 
T h e National had 
sixteen million deposits, the 
Home 
four million belonging to 28,000 de­ 
positors. 
The total liabilities of the 
institutions are 26 millions. 
The directors of W a ls h ’s banks and 
bankers of the city turned over secu­ 
rities amounting to 
$3,000,000 
and 
guaranteed the remainder. 
The banks 
opened at the usual hour this m orn­ 
ing and payed depositors, but received 
no money, the clearing house being 
in charge.

ANOTHER LARGE CONGREGA­ 
TION IIC ARSCnilRCH fAULTS 


Rev. Irish Takes up Criticisms of the 
Church and Explains Away 
Many Cobwebs

Another large congregation greeted 
Rev'. J. K. Irish at the First M. E. 
church last night when he took up 
another of h is series of sermons on 
the reasons some men do not go to 
church. 
H i s topic last 
night 
was 
“The Faults of the church.” 
He said 
in part: 
“In a great 
many 
instances 
the 
church has become 
so 
fashionable 
that most men, the average, feel that 
to attend such takes them out of their 
sphere.” 
This criticism may be undoubtedly 
applied with truth to some churches 
but these must not be taken as the 
normal. 
The air of refinement and 
luxury in some church is entirely for­ 
eign tt» some men. 
But 
not 
all 
churches are so. 
Let the 
laboring 
mran go from church to church and 
find if he does not get a pleasant wel­ 
come in most of them. 
In some I 
regret to say he will not. 
In some, 
the air of refinement is more 
pro­ 
nounced than the air of Christianity. 
In some it is still true that he who 
has on fine clothes and wears a gold 
ring is given the . preference. 
‘ But 
such a church is 
not 
a 
Christian 
church. 
It has but little that is Chris­ 
tian about it except the name. 
It is 
j cursed of God and if not dead already 
j will speedily die, and ought to die. 
! Here we are all one in Christ. 
W e 
are all brethren, 
But 
are 
not 
the 
complainants 
themselves as much to blame as the 
church. They come in in a suspicious 
way. take a back seat, and slide out 
as speedily as possible after tile ser­ 
vice is over. 
Moreover, if anyone 
does get the opportunity of shaking 
them by the hand they return the 
grip with so much coldness and frigi­ 
dity that his would-be welcomer is 
chilled by the contact. Many churches 
are cold, but not all. 
Find a warm 
church and attend it. 
Or join a cold 
church and warm it up. 
If strang­ 
ers will go half way they will be met. 
Futhermore, it must be remembered 
that our sphere is not only physical 


J but mental and moral and spiritual. 
Let a mechanic or day laborer show 
qualities of soul and he will appre­ 
ciate and find himself appreciated by 
those of the church. “The rank is but 
the guinea’s stamp; the man’s 
the 
gowd for a' that.” 
There is another fact which must 
be taken into consideration with all 
candor. 
Men when they become con­ 
verted and join the church leave off 
some of their bad habits which are 
costly and make them non-acceptable 
in good society. 
In many cases men 
and their families are compelled to 
dress poorly because he spends his 
comes more 
careful of his life and 
more 
prosperous 
on 
poining 
the 
church. 
This is why, perhaps, it is 


not noticed that the majority by far 
of the church members are laboring 
men. 
Ask them and see if they do 
not think that it is profitable in many 
ways to become 
members 
of 
the 
church. 
Another, carrying out 
the 
same 
thought, says: 
“One reason vvh laboring men, in 
my opinion, do not attend Protestant 
churches is because they think, wheth­ 
er rightly or not, that each one in 
the congregation has been striving to 
outdo the other in the 
matter 
of 
dress, and they do not feel at home 
among so much finery.” 
Let Christian people be admonish­ 
ed right here. 
W hether this critic­ 
ism is just or not, and if we please 
we may consider it very unjust, yet 
many men are reterred from church 
attendance on 
this 
very 
account. 
Plain dressing ought to be the motto 
for every Christian. 
The church is 
no place for the display of new hats 
and gowns. Those who come to wor­ 
ship the Saviour who wore a crown 
of thorns bught not to put too big an 
estimate on a crown of flowers. 
I 
have even heard of ladies going to 
church with their party dresses on. 
It 
is not only grossly indecent but su­ 
perlatively un-Christian to do so. For 
it not only proves 
the 
unchristian 
spirit of the perpetrators but unchris- 
tianizes many others beside. 
Let our 
Christian people dress neatly but in­ 
offensively. 
“We can plainly see the great need 
of the masses of humanity all about 
its and all over the so-called civilized 
world. 
But 
the 
great 
orthodox 
churches have settled down to a sys­ 
tem of catering to the customs of so­ 
ciety. and the wishes of 
scheming 
politicians, and the so-called captains 
of 
industry 
who 
perpetrate 
their 
frauds on the people for the benefit 
of the very few to the detriment of 
the many.” 
W hy does the correspondent speak 
of the orthodox churches? 
The un­ 
orthodox churches are no better. In 
individual cases this critism is just. 
Preachers and people do not see the 
trend of events as they should, do not 
keep in touch with world movements, 
and keep in sympathy with the toil­ 
ing masses as they ought to. 
But 
when this is said there is much more 
to be said. 
There is no organization 
outside of those composed solely of 
laboring men that takes such an active 
and intelligent interest in the welfare 
of the people as the church and her 
affiliated 
institutions. 
There 
are 
none who speak out against the in­ 
equalities and the injustice as much 
as the ministers, except those who re­ 
present the laboring classes 
exclu­ 
sively. 
The great churches 
of 
the 
country today arc so 
interested 
in 


these problems that they are appoint­ 
ing special committees everywhere to 
study into them. 
The men who have 
written most appreciatively concern­ 
ing the laboring men and their pro­ 
blems are church men, many of them 
preachers. 
The church is going so 
far as to propose that the ministerial 
associations exchange fraternal dele­ 
gates with the central labor councils 
iii order that these things may be 
better understood. 
And it is to the 
credit of both the churches and la­ 
boring men of La Crosse that this 
plan has been put into operation here. 
In a recent letter from Dr. Richard 
T. Ely, one of the ablest students of 
these problems in the United States, 
he wrote to me in part as follows: 
“ I do not believe that the alienation 
of thinking wage earners from 
the 
church is growing at 
present. 
So 
many men—especially the preachers 
connected with the 
churches—have 
spoken out plainly and boldly that I 
think a distinct impression has been 
made upon the wage earners. Increas­ 
ing consideration given by men pro­ 
minently identified with the churches, 
and by the churches themselves, to 
social problems, has, I think, attracted 
very general attention.” 
When we take into 
consideration 
another fact it goes a step further in 
refuting this charge. 
Most church 
members are laboring men. 
In nine 
of the principal churches of this city 
ii per cent of the male members are 
employers or capitalists, 33 per cent 
clerks, professional 
men, 
traveling 
men. etc., while 54 per cent are m e­ 
chanics or day laborers.
